The President also asked for im ­ 
mediate repeal of the recapture of

Commerce Commission Act and for 
federal regulation of railway hold­ 
ing companies. 
He said he would submit la ter a 
‘•comprehensiv e 
plan for perm a n­ 
ent legisla tion.” 
He outlined the duties of the co­ 
ordinator “ to encourage, 
promote 
or require action on the part of 
carriers, in order to av oid duplica ­ 
tion of serv ice, prev ent waste, and 
encourage 
financial 
tions.” 
Copies of ih*' biU were not a v a il­ 
able at the Capitol, a final draft 
hav ing just been sent to the Print­ 
ing office.
